All Politicians Taken By Surprise 
By Result In Eishtji Con- 
gressional IXstaflct 

Although old Madison did her 
part and held down the republi- 
can majority to only MS/' which is 
just about normal, other counties 
in the Eighth congressional dis- 
trct "fell down'" miserably and 
Judge Charles A. Hardin, demo- 
crat, was defeated for Congrcb's 
to fill the vacancy caused by Har- 
vey Helm's death, by Capt. Kiii.c: 
Svvope, by a majority that will 
reach close to liSOO. 

The result of this race came as 
a complete surprise; to repubii- 
cans no less than democrats'. Ev- 
eryone seemed to think that 
Judge Hardin's election was a 
certainty; he thought so, too, for 
he declined assistance from 
Washington. 

Judge ;Hardin appears to have 
lost his race in his own judicial 
district, cotnposed of the counties 
of Lincoln,' Boyle, Garrard and 
Mercer, where he was supposed 
to be exceptionally strong.

WAR TRAINING . 
' FOR ALL YOUTHS 



(By Associatecl Press) , 

Washingrton, Aug; 4 — Sfecre- 
tary Baker today transmitted to 

Conpfress the War Department 
plans for a peace time army of 
510,000 officers and men and a 
system of universal training; The 
latter includes three months com- 
pulsory military training for 
youths' ,qf 19 and their subjection 
to tniUt«y< kervice for two years 
after completing the course in 
the event of war selective service 
act inforce during the great war 
becoming operative. The plan 
provides" for abolishing the pro- 
motion of oflRccrs by seniority 
wliicli, Baker said, in a letter ac- 
companying the bill has shown to 
be defective during, the late war. 
There is no change in the law re- 
p^arding the National Guards' re- 
lations to the regular army. Ba- 
ker said he assumed the national 
defense act federalizing the 
guard,' will be retained. Regard- 
ing universal training, Ilaker said 
provisions will be made for suita- 
lilc dci'orincnts and exemptions.
